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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
arrangement of a plurality of individually addressable electrodes on a substrate, and the 
excitation voltage source that is configured to provide regulated excitation voltage to 
each electrode are known in the art such as taught in Moulin and Winker et al, best 
references noted, for example. However, the latter patents do not teach or fairly suggest 
that such a regulated excitation voltage is used to generate a wave pattern on a surface 
of a gel membrane that is positioned adjacent a surface of a prism. Further, the 
excitation voltage source of the patents in consideration does not have any 
compensating device that is responsible for causing the gel membrane to return to initial 
state upon removal of the excitation voltages. Therefore, in light of this difference, it is 
concluded that the present invention distinguishes over the prior art of record.
